He has a new 
mortgage which is legal, 
his company and himself, and it calls 
for 6 per cent interest instead of 8, 
and the reduced principal is written 
into it. In fact, the old mortgage for 
$2,500 at 8 per cent is torn up and 
probably in ashes somewhere.

BUSINESS AND TAXES 


How far taxation may be a deter- 
rent to business expansion might be 
a subject for serious study. 

Recently the National Association 
of Manufacturers in the . United 
States made a survey of the situation 
and made an enlightening report, 

“Some idea of the distance to which’ 
taxation has gone,” the report said, 
“may be seen in the case of the oil 
industry. Combined figures of ‘the 
companies covered, each of which em- 
ployed over 5,000 persons, showed 
that taxes equalled 120 per cent of the 
total pay’ rolls, and amounted to 
$2,111 per employee.” 3 


Were the people to turn the spot-/ 


light of public attention on taxes with 
the same earnestness that it has been 
turned on other issues of lesser con- 
seguence, it might.be beneficial to the 
country. 

Let industry be relieved of a por- 
tion of the overwhelming tax burden 
and obviously it would be in a better 
position: to re-employ many of those 
now unemployed, or on the public pay 
roll.—Contributed.

The position of the tonsils and ad* 


enoids readily exposes. them to in- | 


fection and often they become harbors 
of poisonous material. Therefore, 
the removal of these damaged and 


harmful: pieces of tissue will not be 


any loss to the defenses of the body. 
It is, as statistics show, a great ben- 
efit to the children as a whole, even 
though occasionally tthe individual 
may not seem to be benefitted. * 
It is the experience of doctors with 
large practices, that after a child has 
had. his unhealthy tonsils and aden- 
oids removed, he requires medical at- 
tention much less ‘frequently on the 
average than hitherto.

The World of Wheat 


“T,) save the Prairie farmers from 
losing some sixty million dollars’ 
worth of wheat in rust years”. 

Such was the problem set for the 
Rust Research ‘Laboratory which was 
| established at ‘Winnipeg with resolu- 
‘tion and earnestness in 1925. 

Well equipped, and well-staffed with 
competent scientists, plant physiolog- 

ists, pathologists, geneticists, plant 
breeders and statisticians, the labor- 
'atory started to work with energy and 
| vision. The nature of the rust spore 
| itself ‘was studied. It was found that 
j the spores consisted of many families 
‘and strains, which: affected different 
varieties of wheat each to a greater 
or lesser degree. 

| Soon the barberries in the west 
were eradicated, yet the rust spores 
still appeared. Now it was, found 
'these were air-borne, coming from 


the United ‘States, perhaps from as | 


far south as Mexico. : : 

Finally, out of all work, several 
'new varieties of rust-resistant wheats 
‘were developed. They are still being 
'tes+ed for milling and baking quality, 
| yield, stiffness of straw, earliness and 
| resistance to plant diseases; it is hop- 
ed, too, they’ will be resistant to all 
known forms of rust. 

One new variety, ‘Renown, has been 
\licensed and released for use. This 
/year at hundreds of points it is be- 
‘ing tested by farmers against That- 
|cher and Apex.
